independent candidate who 
wishes to qualify for the ballot 
in all states will require nearly 
as large' an organization as the 
major' party candidates who 
, battle through the primaries 


The 
technical 
legal 


requirements in most states are 
not terribly difficult to meet. 
Some require^ the new party to 
bold a convention; 
others 


require a certain number of 
signatures on a petition 


Both processes, however, 


depend upon money and. man- 
power. And the rules vary 
widely from state to state, 
meaning that experience gained 
in one state may be of little use 
in the next 


In six states the deadlines are 


usually early for meeting ballot 
requirements. In Illinois, far 
example, the candidate must 
ha%e qualified by December, 
1975, nearly one year in advance 
of the general election. 


In a ,few states, the legal 


requirements appear to be so 
'rigid or vague as to be uncons- 
titutional, and an independent 
candidate iray be torced to file a 
court challenge. Since the 
courts are notorioualy slow, any 
such challenge should be Hied

GP And Specialist Standards 


Not Same, Appeals Court Rules 


LANSING, Mich (AP) - 


General practitioners cannot be 
held to the same standards as 
medical specialists if local 
standards for the two differ, the 
state Court of Appeals ruled. 


In an opinion issued Tuesday, 


the court ruled that Dr. 
Honorato Barrios of Houghlon 
did not commit malpractice in 
his treatment of a premature 
baby^who later became per- 
manently blind. 


The appellate court, uphold- 


mg^lhe finding^of a Houghton 
C'duhty Circuit Court judge, cit- 
ed "^expert 
testimony 
that 


Barrlus' actions in treating the 
du&w^re consistent with local 
standards of care for general 


practitioners treating such pa- 
tients, 
i 


The appellate court noted the 


expert testimony contended 
Barrios' actions were'riot con- 
sistent with standards of proper 
care for pediatrics specialists. 


But the court pointed out that 


Michigan law "has firmly es- 
tablished a lesser standard of 
care: for general practitioners. 
Only the Michigan Supreme 
Court has the' authority to 
change this." ~ 


A court spokesman noted, 


however, that not all arcds, of 
the state have different stan- 
dards for general practitioner!, 
and specialists. 


The malpractice suit was filed 


against Barrios and St. Joseph 
Hospital, Houghton; by James 
Siirila on^behalf of his young 
son, James Scott.

Gov. Milliken's opposition — 
are formidable! 


But Sen 
John Bowman, 


chairman of the Senate Taxation 
Committee, said such taxes are 
"more palatable" than raising 
the income tax. 


His'committee is also, con- 


sidering reducing the axemp- 
tion from the sales tax for goods 
used in agriculture and indus- 
trial processing 


Bowman; D-Roseville, has 


repeatedly expressed his op- 
position to an increase in the 
income tax, but Milliken's 
recommendation to raise it .7 of 
one per cent already has been 
introduced 'in * the House and 
Tu&daj was introduced in the 


"~ Senate. 


Other lawmakers say the 


increase is the only feasible 
method of raising enough 
money to balance next year's 
budget but say Milliken's 
recommendation is far too tow 
Bowman insists enough fat can 
be cut from the budget and ~ 
other taxes raised to avoid an 
income tax hike. 


Tuesday he repeated his op- 


position to the income tax hike, 
which must win approval in his 
committee. He said the two tax 
programs before his committee 
might raise more than $200 
million a year, the same as a 
seven-tenths increase. 


While legislation'has yet to be 


introduced in either case. Bow- 
man indicated that a tax on 
medical and funeral services is 
politically impossible. But state 
Revenue Commissioner Sidney 
Goodman estimated an annual 
revenue of roughly $150 million 
on other services 


Goodman listed attorneys, 


barber and beauty care, pho- 
tography, shoe repair, storage, 
linen and diaper services, ex- 
ca\ating, parking and enter- 
tainment as possible targets. He 
emphasized the amount of 
money produced would depend 
on the services taxed. 


"There's a lot we might not 


want to touch," Bowman con- 
ceded. He asked for revenue es- 
timates from the Treasury 
Department before further ac- 
tion on the measure. 


At least 
one committee 


member said a services tax is 
regressive — since services cost 
everybody the same, the tax 
would hit the tower incomp per- 
son harder than the ^ore 
affluent. 


The ta\ also has the opposi- 


tion of Gov. MiHiken, who aides 
said "looked at a number ,of al- 
ternatives" before proposing 
the income tax hike Besides the 
question of whether enough in- 
come would be produced by a 
combination of taxes, he said, a 
tax on services might reduce 
demand and thus reduce the
